ARBEST OF CAPTAIN COOK.
Craxmmussvre, Pa., Oct. 26, 1859,

Captaln Cook was arrested yesterday aflerncon by
Mesgre. Danlel Logan and Claggett Fitzhogh, at Montalto,
Frapklin county, fourteen miles from this place. His
printed commisdion, filled up and signed by Brown, and
marked No. 4, was found on his person, as was also a
memorandum, written on parchment, of tho pistol pro-
pented to Genernl Washington by Lafayette, and bequeath-
ed to Lewis 'W. Washington in 1864. The pistol, he says,
I8 in a carpet bog which he left on the mountain.
He came out of the mouptain futo  the
eettloment  to obtain provisions, and weas much
fugged down nnd almost starved. He was
brought to this, place nt eight o'clock lagt night, and
after an examipation before Justice Reisher, and beiog
fully identified by one of our citizens, who formerly know

There appeared in yesterday's Heraio o card signed H.
Forbes, which contained & menace that the writer, who
was known to have been In connection with Ossawatomie
Brown, and to have been cognizantof all his plans, would,
after the trial at Charlestown, publish certaln correspon-
donoe, which might prove damaging to many prominent
black republican peliticians. Wao will save Colous] Forboes
the trouble of earrying his threat into execution; or, at
least, we will anticipate him somewhat io that matter, as
our very complete arrangements bave brought the ident-
cal papers, or coples of them, int our hands,

But first let us briefly #tato the manner in which Colonel
Forbes comes to be mixed up in this matter. The fOrst
that was known of bim in thia country was when,
pome len yeare age, he arrived bere, aflor the
breaking up of the great European revolution of 1848.
He g Scotchman by birth, we believe, and has been &
revolutionary soldler from inclination. He served for
gome years in the British army, Afterwarde we find bhim
prominently brought into notice by his connection with
Garibaldi, in the defcnce of Rome. Then he came to this
oountry and was for a timo a reporter or trunslator on
the Tribune. A few years ago he establishied an Anglo-
American paper in this city, and was conducting it at the
time of his first introduction to O ie Brown.

This modern Roundhead bad come North for the pur-
poee of bringing back with him to Kansas o man of mili-
tary goning and experience who would undertake
to train the Knosas abolitionists In all the tactics
pertaining to the guerilla brauch of the profvs,
glon of arms. Forbes was just the man for
the parpose. Guerilla fighting was his forte, and he had
the reputation beskdes of belng somewhat of a genius in
the art of wat. He was an excellent fencer, and—although
that was oflittle accountamong the border ruffians—an nc-
eomplished linguist. Brown and Forbes were brought en
rappori by one of the reverend editors of the New York

Independent. Negotialions were entered oo, and Forbes
wag secured to the cause of abolitionism. What the ex-
act lterms of 1he contract were we oanmol say; but
we guther from the correspondence ln our hands that cer-
{ain monthly remittances were to be sent to Forbea' Mumi-
1y in Europe by those who had charge of the funds in
this region. Poor Forbes appears, however, to have re.
alized the uiter unreliability of these philanthropists,
and bis letters show that be soon found out that the whole
game wns one of cheating. He appealed to Horace
Greeley to bave justice done him. Hornce replied that
Forbee had oo legal cliimupon him. He put himself fo
correspondence with Beward, Bumner, Wiison, Hals,
Chnee, Fletcher and olher promiosut abolitionistz, and
acquainted them fully with Brown's projects, poiuting out
how they must inevitably full and bring dismay and de-
struction upon the anti-slavery cause. But Forbes found
that, like Cassandra of old, his predictions were laughed
at and his eutreaties sot al naught.
